44481) on 7/29/2008 because the Examiner failed to provide claims 
which are directed to each species in a 371 application. 

Election/Restriction 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Group I: the species of a blister pack as shown in Figures 1-4. 
Group II: the species of a blister pack as shown in Figures 5-8. 
Group III: the species of a blister pack as shown in Figures 14-17.

define a plurality of individually sealed compartments is not a special technical feature since 
such blister pack in claim 1 or 29 does not avoid the prior art, such as The German Patent No. 
DE8407868.
